MARY WAOER-H8HEH. 


I was a visitor at a house a short 


time ago where one of the members 
of the family, a little girl of four or 
five years, was the object of much 
solicitude by her parents. She was 
a bright and pretty child, but had 
suffered from attacks of "fits" or 
"spasms." The immediate guardians 
of the child seemed to be intelligent, 
sensible people, and I was amazed, 
while at dinner, to see the little girl 
served the same as an adult, with 
rich and hearty food, including even 
chow-chow, apple-pie and coffee! 
It 


was no wonder the poor little creat- 
ure had "fits," or whatever the nerv- 
ous malady may have been that was 
so designated. The ignorance dis- 
played in the diet of the child was 
too utterly abominable to be excused, 
and I was scarcely able to hold my 
tongue from crying out against it 
But I eased my conscience in answer- 
ing the question how I managed to 
give my little boy Lis look of superb 
health by emphasizing the fact that 
he had never so much as tasted cof- 
fee, or apple-pie or chow-chow, or 
various other things commonly al- 
lowed to children. 


The other day an acquaintance 


complained to me of the dainty ap- 
petite of her children, of their lean- 
ness, their propensity to be "forever 
on the stretch," their total disinclina- 
tion to take sufficient sleep and rest. 
The children were often guests at my 
house, and I knew that the most del- 
icate one of them all had never been 
trained to drink pure milk. The 
stuff she daily drank was a mixture 
of warm water, milk and sugar. All 
the children ate candy, cakes, fine 
crackers, and were put to bed at 
night much later than they should 
have been. To my mind there was 
nothing surprising in the fact that a 
good appetite was a stranger to her 
little ones, or that they were lean .and 
unduly active. 


Another mother declares that her 


children always have "colds" from 
October until June. 
She dresses 


them daintily, in apparel both fine 
and costly, in sealskin coats, muffs, 
tippets and things of such ilk. Their 
frocks are worn very short, their 
drawers are of finest cambric, and 
their only "under-flannel" consists of 
a fine and' dainty knitted shirt, so 
that while the upper portion of the 
body is well protected and over pro- 
tected in a sealskin garment, the low- 
er part is very shabbily clothed so 
far as warmth goes. The cold scur- 
ries up the poorly clad legs, which 
the 
short 
petticoats—handsomely 


embroidered—fail to protect. 
With 


the clothing of the body so unevenly 
distributed, is it any wonder that the 
children have colds ? A good woolen 
under garment, cut to fit the body, 
arms, legs and all, and worn next to 
the skin, would do more for the wel- 
fare of her children than all the seal- 
skin coats, feathered hats and orna- 
mented toggery in the universe. 
There is something atrocious in sac- 
rificing a child's health to finery, or 
in being so ignorant and careless as 
not to know that it is being so sacri- 
ficed. 


Every nine men out of ten that 


have achieved distinction in this 
country were in childhood inured to 
plain food and clad in cheap, often 
mean, apparle. 
Nobody looks for 


great men or great women from the 
homes of 
wealth where 
luxury 


abounds. A certain amount of hard- 
ship scorns indispen sable to tlio de- 
velopment of character. Who can 
imagine the brave man, (whose death 
we all so deplore, and upon whose 
coffin were heaped more honors than 
were ever before laid upon that of 
any person who has hitherto lived and 
died) as reaching his high place from 
a boyhood pampered in luxury, nursed 
and reared by a mother who coddled 
him with dainties and tricked out his 
body in furbelows! 


What is it to us, who are grown to 


womanhood or manhood, that we wore 
broadcloth or "linsey," or silk, em- 
broidered or patched garments in our 
childhood, calico or India mull, 
whether we had ribbons, or laces, or 
sashes, or ruffles, or finery of any sort ? 
It is not of the smallest real conse- 
quence. What is of real consequence, 
however, is that we had pljjn, nutri- 
tious food, so that our bones and our 
teeth were properly supplied with 
building material, that we were health- 
fully clad, that we were taught to 
breathe well, to chew our food well, 
to sit and walk erect, to be truthful, 
honest, clean, industrious, earnest, to 
read only good books, to take excel- 
lent care of our teeth, and—to spoak 
English. If I could be born again, 
and could have my parents perform 
but two duties for me, the one would 
be to make me a splendid animal 


or General Grant, St Paul or Mi- 
chael Angelo, with which to make a 
"start in life." The best wealth to 
make a "start in life" on, for man or 
woman, is a good strong body, good 
principles, good character and indus- 
trious habits. Perseverance is gen- 
ius, energy is talent, and industry 
and economy united with tend-to- 
your-own-business, mean competence. 


To conclude for this time, I would 


like to put a few things plain. One 
of them is this: See to it that your 
children's teeth are well cared for, if 
they nevef have a "Sunday" garment. 
Give them plenty of oat meal, milk, 
good bread and fruit, and don't wor- 
ry if they haven't meat once a year. 
Train them to grow erect, deep and 
broad chested, hardy and fond of 
work, and never worry about the 
fashionable cut of their clothes. 
Do 


these things and your children will 
not fail to "rise up and call you 
blessed."

Brief Mention of the Sermons Delivered 


"by Decatur Pastors on Sunday. 


Last evening there was a fair congrega- 


tion in attendance at the First Presbyteri- 
an church to hear Rev. W. H. Prestley's 
tenth sermon of a series.

He became steeped in sin, was an 
outcast in society, and was even shunned 
by the lowest people. In his despair, and 
when death was imminent, John Newton 
remembered his sainted mother, and pray- 
ed as best he could for deliverance from 
his peril and for salvation. He was saved, 
and subsequently he became a powerful, 
loved and revered divine, dying an octo- 
genarian. The object of the sermon was 
to show the benefit of early religious 
training, particularly in the homes of the 
young, where so much for good may be 
accomplished if parents will improve 
their opportunities and realize their re- 
sponsibility. 
The Sabbath school is a 


strong arm of the church with the chil- 
dren, but the homes of Christian parents 
are more powerful. There will be prayer 
and praise service at this church every 
evening this week. 


Rev. H. W. Truebloud at the sen-ice 


yesterday morning delivered a sermon on 
the subject, "The Original Sin and Its 
Remedy," and iu the evening his subject 
was: " Christ the Antidote for Sin." Both 
discourses were listened to by large con- 
gregations.
